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OAKHAM  TOWN  REPORT 


ROSE  COTTAGE 

(formerly  Pike  House) 


The  house  pictured  on  the  cover  of  this  report  is  the 
oldest  house  still  standing  in  the  center  of  town,  dating 
from  before  1797.  At  that  time  there  were  two  houses,  a 
meeting  house,  and  an  inn  or  tavern  in  the  center.  It  is 
believed  that  Jonathan  Bullard  built  it. 

The  history  of  the  house  in  its  early  days  is  rather 
sketchy,  but  it  is  known  that  early  in  the  1800's,  the 
Davis  family  lived  here  and  had  a  woodworking  shop  run  by 
water  power  at  Peg  Mill  Pond  where  small  round  pegs  were 
made  which  were  used  in  place  of  nails,  thus  the  name  of 
the  pond. 

The  house  came  in  the  possession  of  Luther  Noyes  as  part 
of  a  farm.  When  he  died  in  1853,  the  property  went  to  one 
of  his  sons,  William  A.  F.  Noyes.  The  house  with  64  rods 
of  land  was  sold  in  1854  to  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Hill  but  Noyes 
again  took  possession  in  1855  when  Mrs.  Hill  failed  to  pay 
the  mortgage.  Noyes  sold  it  in  1864  to  Moses  Ayres  for 
$225..  It  is  now  valued  at  $37,600  in  the  T 83-  1 84  Town 
Valuation  Book. 

Ayres  sold  the  house  and  land  to  Mary  A.  Davis  in  1885. 
She  transferred  it  to  her  son,  Frank  Davis  in  1916  and  he 
sold  it  to  Fay  Russell  in  1926.  It  is  believed  that  Russell 
named  it  Rose  Cottage  because  of  the  climbing  roses  around 
it.  Russell  sold  it  to  Alice  Stoddard  in  1937  and  she  sold 
it  the  same  year  to  Monroe  W.  Berry.  The  last  two  owners 
were  displaced  by  the  building  of  Quabbin  Reservoir.  On 
Berry's  death  in  1946,  the  property  was  sold  to  Oliver 
Wilkins.  He  sold  it  in  1950  to  his  sister,  Marion  (Wilkins) 
Charron,  the  present  owner.

Our  Annual  Report  is  dedicated  this  year  to  one  of  the 
best  loved  and  respected  ladies  of  the  town,  an  Oakham 
native  who  has  lived  here  most  of  her  88  years,  Leone  Boyd 
Daniels.  Although  she  has  lived  a  rather  low  key  life, 
never  having  held  an  elective  office,  she  is  known  by  most 
residents. 

Leone  was  bom  in  Oakham,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Winthrop  Boyd,  and  graduated  from  Oakham  Grammar  School 
and  Barre  High  School.  Possessing  considerable  musical 
ability,  she  started  studying  the  piano  in  high  school  and 
won  the  Callahan  Musical  contest  in  Barre  High.  Later  she 
played  the  piano  at  the  movies  in  the  Barre  Town  Hall. 

A  60  year  member  of  the  Oakham  Grange  #235,  she  was 
elected  pianist  every  year  except  the  one  when  she  was  one 
of  the  Graces.  Leone  has  been  a  member  of  the  Oakham  Con¬ 
gregational  Church  for  over  55  years  and  organist  for  that 
length  of  time,  certainly  a  labor  of  love.  She  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Oakham  Historical  Association  and  treasurer 
for  many  years.  She  has  also  served  on  the  Town  Board  of 
Registrars  for  over  20  years. 

Leone  was  married  to  the  late  Ralph  I.  Daniels  in  1914 
and  they  had  three  children,  Isabel  Smith,  living  in  Ver¬ 
mont,  Charles  B.  II,  living  in  Texas,  and  Ann  Troy,  living 
with  Leone  on  Maple  Street. 

Leone  Daniels  is  a  youthful  Senior  Citizen,  looking  much 
younger  than  her  88  years.  We  extend  to  her  best  wishes 
for  many  more  happy,  healthy  years.

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Board  of  Selectmen 
Fiscal  1984 


It  is  our  pleasure  to  present  herewith  our  report  of 
activities  during  Fiscal  1984  as  well  as  the  reports  of 
the  Town  Officers  and  Boards. 

During  Fiscal  1984  (July  1,  1983  to  June  30,  1984)  the 
Selectmen  met  weekly  on  Monday  evenings  to  approve  depart¬ 
ment  expenditures,  appoint  committees,  and  take  care  of 
other  business  properly  coming  before  the  Board. 

The  most  unusual  action  of  the  Selectmen  was  the  deci¬ 
sion  to  sue  General  Motors  and  others  for  expenses  in¬ 
curred  by  failure  of  the  transmission  of  the  new  Fire 
Truck  after  only  four  years  and  less  than  1500  miles. 

In  an  attempt  to  get  some  grant  money,  the  Selectmen 
hired  Don  Cassano,  a  grantsman,  to  apply  for  grants  to  put 
a  new  roof  on  the  Center  School  Building,  to  build  a  com¬ 
bination  Senior  Center-Highway  Garage,  to  improve  the  Town 
Common,  and  build  tennis  courts. 

Applications  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  road  improvement  under  the  Small  Towns  Road 
Assistance  Program  (STRAP)  and  for  a  Highway  Department 
Salt  Shed  resulted  in  a  grant  for  the  shed  to  be  built  in 
FY’ 85. 

Improvements  of  Town  Buildings  was  continued  with  repairs 
on  the  Highway  Department  garage,  installation  of  stoim 
windows  on  the  Town  Hall,  the  decision  to  insulate  the  top 
level  of  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  installation  of  a  new 
burner  in  the  Town  Hall  furnace.  An  entry  way  to  the  Senior 
Center  was  built  with  funds  from  a  grant  obtained  by  the 
Council  on  Aging. 

The  Town  voted  to  comply  with  Federal  Regulations  so  to 
be  eligible  for  flood  insurance.  The  Selectmen  signed  a 
3-year  contract  with  Edward  Sykes  for  operation  of  the 
sanitary  landfill. 
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In  their  roles  as  custodians  of  the  Mary  Lincoln  Alden 
Memorial  Fund,  the  Selectmen  delivered  Poinsettias  to  all 
residents  75  and  over  at  Christmas  time. 

The  Town  line  between  Oakham  and  Rutland  was  perambu¬ 
lated  with  the  Rutland  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Selectmen  also  continued  work  as  the  Conservation 
Commission  in  the  absence  of  a  duly  established  Commission. 

The  Selectmen  received  a  third  place  award  from  the 
Massachusetts  Municipal  Association  for  their  1983  Annual 
Town  Report. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  of  the  other  officers,  boards  and  appointees 
who  have  served  the  Town  so  well  with  little  or  no 
recompense.

The  dog  licensing  year  begins  on  April  1st  and  pets  should 
be  licensed  by  that  date.  Licenses  usually  are  available 
by  the  beginning  of  March. 
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About  half  of  the  licenses  issued  each  year  are  through 
the  mail  and  those  issued  at  the  Annual  Rabies  Clinic 
(co-sponsored  by  the  Boards  of  Health  and  Dog  Officers  of 
Oakham  and  New  Braintree  and  alternate  between  the  two 
towns’  Fire  Stations). 

The  following  information  is  needed  by  this  office  for 
each  license: 

1.  Name  and  address  of  dog  owner 

2.  Name  of  Dog 

3.  Breed  of  dog 

4.  Dog’s  color  (s) 

5.  Dog’s  approximate  age 

6.  Dog's  sex  (if  dog  is  a  Spayed  Female,  the  Spayed 
Certificate  must  be  shown  the  first  time  that  the  dog 
is  licensed  in  Oakham) 

7.  Exact  date  of  last  Rabies  shot 

8.  Check  made  out  to  Town  of  Oakham 
(or  cash,  if  you  prefer) 

DOGS  ARE  SUPPOSED  TO  BE  LICENSED  WHEN  THEY  BECOME  THREE 
(3)  MONTHS  OF  AGE. 

IF  YOUR  DOG  IS  NOT  LICENSED,  THE  DOG  OFFICER  CANNOT  HELP 
YOU  IF  YOUR  DOG  IS  MISSING,  STOLEN,  ETC.  IF  YOUR  DOG  IS 
NOT  LICENSED  AND  ANOTHER  DOG  COMES  INTO  YOUR  YARD  AND 
CAUSES  DAMAGE  OR  TROUBLE,  YOU  CANNOT  RECEIVE  ANY  DAMAGES  - 
IT  IS  TOO  BAD  FOR  YOU!  GET  THOSE  DOGS  LICENSED! 

The  dog  tag,  which  is  given  with  the  license,  is 
important  in  helping  to  find  a  lost  pet,  or  in  identify¬ 
ing  the  owner  of  a  stray  dog.  Strays  or  lost  dogs  should 
be  reported  to  the  Dog  Officer  (882-3031)  or  Assistant 
Dog  Officer  (882-5270)  as  soon  as  possible.  Duplicate  dog 
tags,  to  replace  lost  or  worn  out  tags,  can  be  made  up  by 
the  Town  Clerk  upon  request  and  are  FREE! 

The  Dog  Officer  charges  board  for  all  dogs  that  he  picks 
up  and  has  to  care  for.  If  your  dog  is  not  licensed  and 
he/ she  is  picked  up  by  the  Dog  Officer,  the  Dog  Officer 
will  charge  you  board  for  the  dog  for  the  number  of  days 
he  has  custody.  He  will  also  insist  that  you  show  proof 
of  license  before  he  will  release  the  dog  to  you.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  P.M.  by  Moderator, 
Lionel  A.  Lajoie,  Jr.  and  was  held  in  the  Multi-Purpose 
Room  of  Oakham  Center  School.  There  were  14  registered 
voters  present. 

All  action  is  oral  and  unanimous  unless  otherwise  stated. 
No  Finance  Committee  recommendations. 

Action  taken:  Selectmen  reconmend  all  Articles  except  #3. 
ARTICLE  1. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of 
Clause  37A  of  Chapter  258  of  the  Acts  of  1982  which  amends 
General  Law,  Chapter  59,  Section  5. 

ARTICLE  2. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  provision  of 
Clause  41B  of  Chapter  653  of  the  Acts  of  1982  which  amends 
General  Laws  Chapter  59,  Section  5. 

ARTICLE  3. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of 
Clause  17C  as  amended  of  Chapter  653,  Section  2  of  the 
Acts  of  1982  which  amends  General  Law  Chapter  59,  Section  5 
Clause  17. 

ARTICLE  4. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  provision  of 
Section  6  of  Chapter  653  of  the  Acts  of  1982  which  amends 
General  Laws  Chapter  59,  Section  64  by  striking  out  the 
first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  first 
sentence. 

ARTICLE  5. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  whatever  amounts  re¬ 
ceived  in  the  form  of  rebates  from  cancelled  policies  as 
they  are  received,  and  transfer  these  amounts  to  the  Fis¬ 
cal  Year  1984  Blanket  Insurance  Policy  Account. 
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ARTICLE  6. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  accept  an  amount  of  money 
from  Worcester  Mutual  Insurance  Company  (probably  between 
$5,000  and  $6,000)  and  transfer  this  amount  to  the  Fiscal 
Year  1984  Blanket  Insurance  Policy  Account. 

ARTICLE  7. 

The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  pay  the 
balance  due  the  Wachusett  Home  Health  Care  Agency  for 
Fiscal  Year  1983  by  accepting  fees  collected  by  the  Board 
of  Health  for  previous  year’s  inspections  and  apply  this 
amount  toward  the  Wachusett  Home  Health  Care  Agency 
balance;  the  remaining  amount  due  to  be  appropriated  from 
the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  motion  was  made  by  D.L.  Neylon  and  seconded  from  the 
floor  to  amend  this  original  motion  by  inserting  actual 
amounts  of  money: 

Motion  that  the  town  pay  the  balance  due  the  Wachusett 
Home  Health  Care  Agency  for  Fiscal  Year  1983  ($605.55) 
by  accepting  fees  collected  by  the  Board  of  Health  for 
previous  year’s  inspections  ($160)  and  apply  this  amount 
toward  the  Wachusett  Home  Health  Care  Agency  balance;

Vote  on  the  Motion  was  oral  and  unanimous.

ARTICLE  8. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  adopt  the  National  Flood  In¬ 
surance  Program  with  its  applicable  map,  meeting  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  1910.3(b)  by  accepting  the  program  as 
printed  as  follows: 
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WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Oakham  wishes  to  establish  eligibil¬ 
ity  in  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  and  in  order 
to  do  so  must  meet  the  requirements  of  60.3(b)  of  the 
Federal  Insurance  Administration  regulations. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  following  measures  shall  be  required 
within  Zone  A  of  the  Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  issued  by 
the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  for  this  community. 

SECTION  1:  PERMIT  REQUIREMENTS 

No  person  shall  erect,  construct,  enlarge,  alter,  repair, 
improve,  move  or  demolish  any  building  or  structure  with¬ 
out  first  obtaining  a  separate  permit  for  each  building 
or  structure  from  the  designated  responsible  person. 

No  man-made  change  to  improved  or  unimproved  real  estate, 
including  but  not  limited  to  buildings  or  other  structures 
mining,  dredging,  filling,  grading,  paving,  excavation  or 
drilling  operations,  shall  be  commenced  until  a  separate 
permit  has  been  obtained  from  the  designated  responsible 
person  for  each  change. 

No  mobile  home  shall  be  placed  on  improved  or  unimproved 
real  estate  without  first  obtaining  a  separate  permit  for 
each  mobile  home  from  the  designated  responsible  person. 

* 

SECTION  2 :  APPLICATION 

To  obtain  a  permit,  the  applicant  shall  first  file  a 
permit  application  on  a  form  furnished  for  that  purpose. 
The  form  must  be  completed  and  submitted  to  the  designated 
responsible  person  (with  a  fee  of  $20.00)  before  the  issu¬ 
ance  of  a  permit  wdll  be  considered. 

SECTION  3:  REVIEW  OF  APPLICATIONS 

The  Conservation  Commission,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  responsible  person,  is  appointed  as  the  "person" 
responsible  for  receiving  applications  and  examining  the 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  construction  or 
development. 

After  reviewing  the  application,  the  responsible  person 
shall  require  any  additional  measures  which  are  necessary 
to  meet  the  minimum  requirements  of  this  document. 
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SECTION  4: 

The  responsible  person  shall  review  proposed  development 
to  assure  that  all  necessary  permits  have  been  received 
from  those  governmental  agencies  from  which  approval  is 
required  by  Federal  or  State  law,  including  Section  404 
of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act  Amendments  of 
1972,  33  U.S.C.  1334. 

SECTION  5: 

The  responsible  person  shall  review  all  permit  applica¬ 
tions  to  determine  whether  proposed  building  sites  will 
be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding.  If  a  proposed  building 
site  is  in  a  flood  prone  area,  all  new  construction  and 
substantial  improvements  (including  the  placement  of  pre¬ 
fabricated  buildings  and  mobile  homes)  shall:  (i)  be  de¬ 
signed  (or  modified)  and  adaquately  anchored  to  prevent 
flotation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of  the  structure, 
(ii)  be  constructed  with  materials  and  utility  equipment 
resistant  to  flood  damage  and  (iii)  be  constructed  by 
methods  and  practices  that  minimize  flood  damage. 

SECTION  6: 

The  responsible  person  shall  review  subdivision  pro¬ 
posals  and  other  proposed  new  development  to  determine 
whether  such  proposals  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flood¬ 
ing.  If  a  subdivision  proposed  new  development  is 
in  a  flood  prone  area,  any  such  proposals  shall  be  re¬ 
viewed  to  assure  that  (i)  all  such  proposals  are  consis¬ 
tent  with  the  need  to  minimize  flood  damage  within  the 
flood  prone  area,  (iii)  all  public  utilities  and  facili¬ 
ties,  such  as  sewer,  gas,  electrical,  and  water  systems 
are  located  and  constructed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  flood 
damage,  and  (ii)  adequate  drainage  is  provided  to  reduce 
exposure  to  flood  hazards; 

SECTION  7: 

The  responsible  person  shall  require  within  flood  prone 
areas  new  and  replacement  water  supply  systems  to  be  de¬ 
signed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration  of  flood 
waters  into  the  systems;  and 
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SECTION  8: 

The  responsible  person  shall  require  within  flood  prone 
areas  (i)  new  and  replacement  sanitary  sewage  systems  to 
be  designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration  of  flood 
waters  into  the  systems  and  discharges  from  the  systems 
into  flood  waters  and  (ii)  onsite  waste  disposal  systems 
to  be  located  to  avoid  impairment  to  them  or  contamination 
from  them  during  flooding. 

SECTION  9: 

The  responsible  person  shall  require  that  all  subdivi¬ 
sion  proposals  and  other  proposed  new  developments  greater 
than  50  lots  or  5  acres,  whichever  is  the  lesser,  include 
within  such  proposals  base  flood  elevation  data. 

SECTION  10: 

The  responsible  person  shall  obtain,  and  reasonably 
utilize  any  base  flood  elevation  data  available  from  a 
Federal,  State,  or  other  source,  until  such  other  data  has 
been  provided  by  the  Administrator,  as  criteria  for  re¬ 
quiring  that  (i)  all  new  construction  and  substantial  im¬ 
provements  of  residential  structures  have  the  lowest  floor 
(including  basement)  elevated  to  or  above  the  base  flood 
level  and  (ii)  all  new  construction  and  substantial 
improvements  of  nonresidential  structures  have  the  lowest 
floor  (including  basement)  elevated  or  floodproofed  to  or 
above  the  base  flood  level. 

SECTION  11: 

For  the  purpose  of  the  determination  of  applicable  flood 
insurance  risk  premium  rates  within  Zone  A  on  a  community's 
FHBM,  the  responsible  person  shall  (i)  obtain,  or  require 
the  applicant  to  furnish,  the  elevation  (in  relation  to 
mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  habitable  floor  (including 
basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures, 
and  whether  or  not  such  structure  contain  a  basement,  (ii) 
obtain,  or  require  the  applicant  to  furnish,  if  the 
structure  has  been  flood-proofed,  the  elevation  (in  rela¬ 
tion  to  mean  sea  level)  to  which  the  structure  was  flood- 
proofed,  and  (iii)  maintain  a  record  of  all  such 
information. 
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SECTION  12: 

The  responsible  person  shall  notify,  in  riverine  situa¬ 
tions,  adjacent  communities  and  the  State  Coordinating 
Office  prior  to  any  alteration  or  relocation  of  a  water¬ 
course,  and  submit  copies  of  such  notifications  to  the 
Federal  Insurance  Administration: 

SECTION  13: 

The  responsible  person  shall  assure  that  the  flood  carry¬ 
ing  capacity  within  the  altered  or  relocated  portion  of 
any  watercourse  is  maintained. 

SECTION  14: 

The  responsible  person  shall  require  that  all  mobile 
homes  to  be  placed  within  Zone  A  on  the  community’s  Flood 
Hazard  Boundary  Map  shall  be  anchored  to  resist  flotation, 
collapse,  or  lateral  movement  by  providing  over- the- top 
and  frame  ties  to  ground  anchors.  Specific  requirements 
shall  be  that  (i)  over- the- top  ties  be  provided  at  each 
of  the  four  comers  of  the  mobile  home,  with  two  addi¬ 
tional  ties  per  side  at  intermediate  locations  and  mobile 
homes  less  than  50  feet  long  requiring  one  additional  tie 
per  side;  (ii)  frame  ties  be  provided  at  each  comer  of 
the  home  with  five  additional  ties  per  side  at  inter¬ 
mediate  points  and  mobile  homes  less  than  50  feet  long 
requiring  four  additional  ties  per  side:  (iii)  all 
components  of  the  anchoring  systems  be  capable  of  carry¬ 
ing  all  force  of  4,800  pounds;  and  (iv)  any  additions  to 
the  mobile  home  be  similarly  anchored: 

SECTION  15: 

The  Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  issued  by  the  Federal  In¬ 
surance  Administration  for  this  community,  dated  August  20, 
1976,  and  any  officially  published  revisions  to  this  map, 
is  adopted  as  the  official  map  for  the  enforcement  of  this 
document.  Zone  A  on  this  map  delineates  the  area  within 
which  the  requirements  of  this  document  will  be  enforced. 

SECTION  16:  DEFINITIONS 

Unless  specifically  defined  below,  words  or  phrases  used 
in  this  document  shall  be  interpreted  so  as  to  give  them 
the  same  meaning  as  they  have  in  common  usage  and  so  as  to 
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give  this  document  its  most  reasonable  application. 

’’Base  Flood"  means  the  flood  having  a  one  percent  chance 
of  being  equalled  or  exceeded  in  any  given  year. 

"Development"  means  any  man-made  change  to  improved  or 
unimproved  real  estate,  including  but  not  limited  to  build¬ 
ings  or  other  structures,  mining,  dredging,  filling,  grad¬ 
ing,  paving,  excavation  or  drilling  operations. 

"Flood"  means  a  general  and  temporary  condition  of  partial 
or  complete  inundation  of  normally  dry  land  areas  from: 

(1)  The  overflow  of  inland  or  tidal  waters. 

(2)  The  unusual  and  rapid  accumulation  or  runoff  of  sur¬ 
face  waters  from  any  source. 

"Flood  Plain"  or  "flood  prone  area"  means  any  land  area 
susceptible  to  being  inundated  by  water  from  any  source 
(see  definition  of  "flood") . 

"Floodproofing"  means  any  combination  of  structural  and 
nonstructural  additions,  changes,  or  adjustments  to 
structures  which  reduce  or  eliminate  flood  damage  to  real 
estate  or  improved  real  property,  water  and  sanitary 
facilities,  structures  and  their  contents. 

"Habitable  floor"  means  any  floor  usable  for  living  pur¬ 
poses,  which  includes  working,  sleeping,  eating,  cooking 
or  recreation,  or  a  combination  thereof. 

A  floor  used  only  for  storage  purposes  is  not  "habitable 
floor’ ' . 

"Mobile  home"  means  a  structure,  transportable  in  one  or 
more  sections,  which  is  built  on  a  permanent  chassis  and 
designed  to  be  used  with  or  without  a  permanent  foundation 
when  connected  to  the  required  utilities.  It  does  not  in¬ 
clude  recreational  vehicles  or  travel  trailers.  The  term 
includes  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  definition  of  "mobile 
home"  as  set  forth  in  regulations  governing  the  Mobile 
Home  Safety  and  Construction  Standards  Program  (24  CFR 
3282.7(a)) . 

"Person”  includes  any  individual  or  group  of  individuals, 
corporation,  partnership,  association,  or  any  other  entity 
including  State  and  local  governments  and  agencies. 
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’’Riverine"  means  relating  to,  formed  by,  or  resembling  a 
river  (including  tributaries,  stream,  brook,  etc. 

"Structure”  means,  for  flood  plain  management  purposes,  a 
walled  and  roofed  building,  including  a  gas  or  liquid 
storage  tank,  that  is  principally  above  ground,  as  well  as 
a  mobile  home. 

"Substantial  improvement"  means  any  repair,  reconstruction 
or  improvement  of  a  structure,  the  cost  of  which  equals  or 
exceeds  50  percent  of  the  market  value  of  the  structure 
either,  (a)  before  the  improvement  or  repair  is  started 
or  (b)  if  the  structure  has  been  damaged,  and  is  being  re¬ 
stored,  before  the  damage  occurred.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  defination,  "substantial  improvement”  is  considered 
to  occur  when  the  first  alteration  of  any  wall,  ceiling, 
floor,  or  other  structural  part  of  the  building  commences, 
whether  or  not  that  alteration  affects  the  external  di¬ 
mensions  of  the  structure.  The  term  does  not  however,  in¬ 
clude  either  (1)  any  project  for  improvement  of  a  struc¬ 
ture  to  comply  with  existing  state  or  local  health, 
sanitary,  or  safety  code  specifications  which  are  solely 
necessary  to  assure  safe  living  conditions  or  (2)  any 
alteration  of  a  structure  listed  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places  or  a  State  Inventory  of  Historic  Places. 

"Variance"  means  a  grant  of  relief  by  a  community  from  the 
terms  of  a  flood  plain  management  regulation. 
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Special  Town  Meeting,  January  5,  1984 


The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  P.M.  by  Moderator, 
Lionel  A.  Lajoie,  Jr.  and  was  held  in  the  Media  Center  of 
Oakham  Center  School.  There  were  13  registered  voters  and 
no  guests  present. 

All  action  was  oral  and  unanimous  unless  otherwise  stated. 
Action  taken: 

ARTICLE  2. 

It  was  voted  to  reverse  the  order  of  the  two  articles  on 
the  warrant. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  amend  its  By-Law,  Chapter  XV, 
Sections  1,2  and  4,  to  include  the  words  "or  has  in 
possession  an  open  container  thereof"  in  four  places. 

The  By-Law  now  reads: 

Section  1: 

Whoever  shall,  within  the  limits  of  any  public  way  loca¬ 
ted  within  the  Town,  whether  that  public  way  to  be  a  town 
way,  county  highway,  state  highway,  or  a  private  way  open 
to  the  public,  consume  intoxicating  beverages  or  has  in 
possession  an  open  container  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  ($50.00).  This  Section  shall 
also  be  construed  so  as  to  prohibit  the  following:  the 
consumption  of  intoxicating  beverages  or  possession  of  an 
open  container  thereof,  by  any  person  while  standing, 
sitting,  walking  or  otherwise  present  within  such  or  is 
within  any  vehicle,  whether  parked,  or  moving,  which  is 
within  the  limits  of  such  public  way. 

Section  2: 

Whoever  shall  consume  any  intoxicating  beverages  or  has 
in  possession  an  open  container  thereof  in  any  public 
building,  or  on  any  public  property,  including  parks, 
cemeteries,  school  house,  and  school  grounds,  and  public 
squares,  or  in  any  private  way  or  parking  area  regulated 
under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.A.  Chapter  90,  Section  18 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars 
($50.00). 
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Section  3: 

The  foregoing  sections  (1)  and  (2)  shall  not  apply  to 
any  activity  duly  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under 
the  applicable  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Section  4: 

Any  person  who  consumes  intoxicating  beverages  or  has  in 
possession  an  open  container  thereof,  as  prohibited  by 
sections  (1)  and  (2)  shall  be  subject  to  arrest,  without 
a  warrant,  by  a  Sheriff,  Deputy  Sheriff,  Town  Police 
Officer,  or  State  Police  Officer.” 

The  motion  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  there  was 
some  discussion  and  the  motion  was  voted. 

ARTICLE  1. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Town  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,500 
from  the  Assessors  Re-evaluation  Account  to  the  Assessors 
Account  for  the  purposes  of  the  Assessors  to  hire  a  part- 
time  person  to  assist  the  Assessors  in  their  duties;  this 
amount  to  cover  the  current  fiscal  year. 

The  motion  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Assessors;  there  was 
little  discussion  and  the  motion  was  voted.  Assessors  said 
that  the  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  $1,500  transfer. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  7:52  P.M.

Chapter  XIV 

Section  VIII  FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT  REGULATIONS 

8.1  Flood  Plain  District 

The  Flood  Plain  District  is  herein  established  as 
an  overlay  district.  The  underlying  permitted  uses 
are  allowed  provided  that  they  meet  the  following 
additional  requirements  as  well  as  those  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Building  Code  dealing  with  con¬ 
struction  in  the  flood  plains.  The  Flood  Plain 
District  includes  all  special  flood  hazard  areas 
designated  as  Zone  A,  Al-30  on  the  Oakham  Flood 
Insurance  Rate  Maps  (FIRM) ,  and  Flood  Boundry  and 
Floodway  Maps,  dated  April  4,  1983  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk,  Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion.  These  maps  as  well  as  the  accompanying  Oakham 
Flood  Insurance  Study  are  incorporated  herein  by 
reference . 
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8.2  In  the  Floodway,  designated  on  the  Flood  Boundry 
and  Floodway  Map,  the  following  provisions  shall 
apply: 

a)  All  encroachments,  including  fill,  new  construc¬ 
tion,  substantial  improvements  to  existing  struc¬ 
tures,  and  other  development  are  prohibited  unless 
certification  by  registered  professional  engineer 
or  architect  is  provided  by  the  applicant  demon¬ 
strating  that  such  encroachment  shall  not  result 

in  any  increases  in  flood  levels  during  the  occur¬ 
ence  of  the  100  year  flood. 

b)  Any  encroachment  meeting  the  above  standard 
shall  comply  with  the  flood  plain  requirements  of 
the  State  Building  Code. 

8. 3  Subdivision  Standards  for  the  Flood  Plain  District 

All  subdivision  proposals  and  other  proposed  new 
development  shall  be  reviewed  to  determine  whether 
such  proposals  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flood¬ 
ing.  If  any  part  of  a  subdivision  proposal  or  other 
new  development  is  located  within  the  Flood  Plain 
District  established  under  the  Zoning  By-Law  it 
shall  be  reviewed  to  assure  that: 

a)  the  proposal  is  designed  consistent  with  the 
need  to  minimize  flood  damage,  and 

b)  all  public  utilities  and  facilities,  such  as 
sewer,  gas,  electrical,  and  water  systems  shall  be 
located  and  constructed  to  minimize  or  eliminate 
flood  damage,  and 

c)  adequate  drainage  systems  shall  be  provided  to 
reduce  exposure  to  flood  hazards,  and 

d)  base  flood  elevation  (the  level  of  the  100  yr. 
flood)  data  shall  be  provided  for  proposals  greater 
than  50  lots  or  5  acres,  whichever  is  the  lesser, 
for  that  portion  within  the  Flood  Plain  District. 

8.4  Health  Regulation  Pertaining  to  the  Flood  Plain 

District 

The  Board  of  Health  shall  require  that 

a)  new  and  replacement  water  supply  systems  shall 
be  designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration 
of  flood  waters  into  the  system,  and 
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b)  new  and  replacement  sanitary  sewage  systems  be 
designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration  of 
flood  waters  into  the  systems  and  discharges  from 
the  systems  into  flood  waters. 

8 . 5  Flood  Plain  District  Regulations  (Development 

Regulations) 

a)  Within  Zone  A,  Al-30,  all  mobile  homes  shall 
provide  that: 

1.  stands  or  lots  are  elevated  on  compacted  fill 
or  on  pilings  so  that  the  lowest  floor  of  the 
mobile  home  will  be  at  or  above  the  base  flood 
level,  and 

2.  adequate  surface  drainage  and  access  for  a 
hauler  are  provided,  and 

3.  in  the  instance  of  elevation  on  pilings,  lots 
are  large  enough  to  permit  steps,  piling  foun¬ 
dations  are  placed  in  stable  soil  no  more  than 
ten  (10)  feet  apart,  and  reinforcement  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  piers  more  than  six  (6)  feet  above 
ground  level. 

b)  The  placement  of  mobile  homes,  except  in  an 
existing  mobile  home  park  or  mobile  home  subdivi¬ 
sion,  are  prohibited  in  the  floodway.

Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Commission 


The  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Commission 
(CMRPC)  serves  the  Town  of  Oakham  and  thirty-nine  addi¬ 
tional  communities  in  southern  and  central  Worcester  County. 
For  more  than  20  years,  the  CMRPC  has  been  providing  a 
diversified  program  of  local  and  regional  planning  ser¬ 
vices  to  its  member  communities. 

During  the  past  year  the  CMRPC  continued  its  planning 
activities  in  community  development,  local  technical  assis¬ 
tance,  transportation,  environmental  coordination  and  data 
services.  The  following  local  and  regional  activities  of 
the  CMRPC  were  of  direct  benefit  to  the  Town  of  Oakham. 

-Preparation  and  publication  of  Regional  Transportation 
Plan  Update,  Transportation  Improvement  Program  and  other 
specialized  transportation  studies. 

-Publication  of  census  and  related  data. 

-Preparation  of  A- 95  project  reviews  for  proposals  seeking 
federal/state  financial  assistance. 

-A  letter  was  sent  to  the  Planning  Board  concerning  the 
single  lot  exemption  provided  in  Section  6  of  Chapter  40A 
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and  how  it  applied  to  a  specific  instance  in  the  Town. 
Information  was  provided  concerning  the  laying  out  of 
ways  for  uses  other  than  subdivisions.  A  letter  was  sent 
to  the  Planning  Board  concerning  single  lot  subdivisions. 

The  CMRPC  publishes  a  newsletter,  THE  REGIONAL,  which 
highlights  the  planning  activities  of  the  Commission  and 
its  member  communities.  Another  publication  is  the  REGIONAL 
BULLETIN,  a  planning  memo,  published  periodically  to  in¬ 
form  and  alert  local  officials  of  current  planning  issues 
and  programs.  Both  of  these  publications  are  available  to 
the  general  public. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Oakham  has  been 
represented  on  the  CMRPC  by  Garrett  M.  Donlin,  delegate 
to  the  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Commission. 

The  Commission,  William  H.  Newton,  Director  and  his 
staff  stand  ready  to  serve  you.  If  there  are  planning  ser¬ 
vices  which  you  would  like  to  see  the  CMRPC  provide  during 
the  coming  year ,  please  contact  your  representative  to  the 
Commission  or  the  CMRPC  office  directly  at  756-7717.

These  im¬ 
provements  have  been  made  possible  by  state  grant  monies, 
Council  on  Aging  budgetary  funds;  along  with  volunteer 
labor  from  local  tradesmen,  youth  groups  and  individuals. 

The  updating  of  these  facilities  are  made  first  and  fore¬ 
most  with  the  needs  of  the  Senior  Citizens  of  our  community 
in  mind.  At  the  same  time,  renovative  maintenance  of  the 
old  school  building  is  seen  as  a  project  of  benefit  to  our 
entire  community.  Hopefully  this  historic  old  building 
which  has  served  so  many  Oakham  citizens  in  the  past  will 
be  around  for  use  by  many  future  generations. 


In  closing,  Along  with  funding  and  volunteer  labor,  a 
spirit  of  cooperation  and  mutual  assistance  between  town 
officials  and  departments  is  essential  for  any  community 
project  to  be  brought  to  fruition.  The  Oakham  Council  on 
Aging  has  in  the  past  and  continues  to  receive  a  high 
level  of  cooperation  and  support  from  it's  town  government 
and  citizenry  for  which  we  are  most  appreciative.

The  PAC  was  very  successful  in  its  first  year  and  pro¬ 
vided  the  School  with: 

1.  Field  Trip  co-ordination 

2.  In- school  Educational  Performance 

3.  Math  Volunteers 

4.  Kindergarten  Reading  Volunteers 

5.  Funds  to  Purchase  a  VCR 

The  Parents  Advisory  Council  provided  the  School  with  a 
much  needed  Parent's  Organization  and  will  continue  to  grow 
in  the  years  to  come. 

In  addition  to  the  PAC  the  School  also  received  support 
and  guidance  from  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and  the  Oak¬ 
ham  Arts  Council.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  provided  the 
students  of  the  School  with  the  "The  Great  Orange  Splot" 
performed  by  the  Worcester  Children  Theater,  and  "The 
Amazing  Force"  a  group  of  Breakdancers .  The  Oakham  Arts 
Council,  working  with  Art  Teacher  Dot  Qmilanowicz,  pro¬ 
vided  the  School  with  Visiting  Community  Artists  and 
sponsored  Art  Awards,  presented  to  the  best  student 
artists. 
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The  School  again  received  an  "Artreach"  grant  from  the 
Worcester  Art  Museum.  Through  this  grant,  secured  by 
Teacher  Mark  Steina,  the  School  Media  Center  became  an  Art 
Gallery  of  Mythological  Prints.  The  School  will  continue 
to  work  co-operatively  with  local  and  regional  groups  to 
provide  the  Students  with  supplementary  educational 
activities . 

The  School  continues  to  examine  its  own  Educational 
activities  and  the  performance  of  students.  New  to  our 
Kindergarten  Curriculum  for  next  year  will  be  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  program  called  "Early  Prevention  of  School 
Failures".  This  program  analyzes  various  test  results  of 
entering  Kindergarten  Students  and  develops  individual 
programs  of  study  for  each  student.  The  program  uses 
Teacher  organization  and  Parent  Volunteers  to  achieve  the 
goal  of  "Preventing  School  Failures". 

Grades  three  and  six  participated  in  a  new  testing  pro¬ 
gram  this  year  using  the  Stanford  Achievement  Test. 

Grades,  two  through  six  will  participate  in  the  Stanford 
testing  program  for  the  coming  year.  Results  will  be  used 
to  help  design  programs  for  both  individuals  and  groups. 

The  use  of  micro -computers  will  continue  to  be  a  topic 
of  study  for  all  students.  Emphasis  will  be  upon  the  de¬ 
velopment/refinement  of  writing  skills  through  the  use  of 
Word  Processing.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  School  to  pro¬ 
vide  students  with  both  Computer  Skills  and  Computer  Time. 
The  computers  will  continue  to  be  available  to  students 
and  Public  at  times  outside  of  the  normal  school  day. 

The  Oakham  Center  School  continues  to  develop  and  grow 
in  an  attempt  to  provide  the  children  of  the  Town  with  a 
strong  basic  education  in  a  happy  healthy  environment. 

The  Staff  and  Students  of  the  Oakham  Center  School  thank 
the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  the  support  the  School  has 
received.

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Eighteenth  Annual  Report 
of 

Union  #63  Quabbin  Regional  School  Superintendent 


Continuing  past  practice,  this  eighteenth  annual  report, 
as  Superintendent  of  Union  #63  Quabbin  Regional  School 
District  will  be  brief  with  attention  directed  to  the  more 
detailed  reports  provided  by  each  of  the  five  school 
principals. 

The  1983-84  school  year  could  well  be  noted  as  a  year  of 
contradictions  for  our  educational  planning  and  program¬ 
ming.  It  was  a  year  that  found  us  pressured,  by  a  variety 
of  national  reform  commission  reports,  to  seek  higher  ex¬ 
pectations  for  all  of  our  youth  in  their  schoolwork  and  to 
better  meet  the  unique  needs  of  individual  students  who 
have  gifted  and  talented  characteristics.  At  the  same  time 
we  were  confronted  with  pressures  to  cut  programs  or  re¬ 
duce  services  because  of  the  serious  financial  limitations 
placed  upon  the  towns  by  the  restrictions  of  proposition 
2  1/2. 

It  is  easy  and  pleasurable  to  note  that  our  systems  con¬ 
tinue  to  have  excellent  teaching  and  support  staff  that 
are  providing  good  services  to  our  youth.  We  continue  to 
have  voters  willing  to  provide  high  priority  for  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  our  youth  with  limited  resources  available  for 
all  the  needs  of  our  small  towns. 

In  spite  of  limited  local  funding,  we  have  been  able  to 
direct  some  federal  resources  to  the  target  of  expanding 
our  computer  education,  and  see  many  gains  in  the  use  of 
micro -computers  as  a  tool  to  help  motivate  students  and 
improve  their  learning. 

Our  teachers  continued  to  focus  attention  on  co-opera¬ 
tive  curriculum  planning  in  the  areas  of  Social  Studies 
and  Health,  with  good  progress  toward  coordinated  curri¬ 
culum  on  a  Grade  K-12  basis.  Not  enough  time  is  available 
to  do  as  good  a  job  as  we  would  like  in  having  teachers 
from  all  elementary  schools  planning  together. 
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The  current  national  and  state  focus  on  "educational  re¬ 
form"  is  at  the  high  school  level,  so  our  local  Quabbin 
Regional  Committee  has  wisely  promoted  and  supported  the 
establishment  of  a  Review/Reform  Subcommittee  accompanied 
by  a  Review/Reform  Task  Force  of  staff  to  jointly  examine 
the  curriculum  issues  that  arise  from  suggestions  for 
changing  our  practices  at  the  high  school  level.  Given 
time,  this  structure  for  examining  issues  and  making 
recommendations  for  continued  improvement  of  our  school 
system  should  prove  to  be  effective. 

We  have  continued  to  administer  the  Minimal  Skills  Test¬ 
ing  Program,  in  compliance  with  the  State  Department  of 
Education  regulations.  We  are  pleased  that  so  many  of  our 
youth  are  meeting  the  defined  minimum  standards,  but  we 
recognize  the  serious  limitations  of  any  use  of  results 
in  judging  the  strengths  and/or  weaknesses  of  either  our 
children  or  our  instructional  programs.  The  results  of  our 
1984  Minimal  Skills  Testing,  as  reported  to  the  state  for 
our  third  and  sixth  grade  students  are  as  follows:

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Worthy  of  mention  for  this  report  are  a  number  of  in¬ 
novative  programs  that  are  developing  through  the  interest 
and  efforts  of  our  staff.  All  of  our  Kindergarten  staff 
and  most  of  our  Special  Services  staff  have  participated 
in  inservice  training  for  a  more  effective  method  of  early 
identification  of  kindergarten  childrens  strengths  and 
weaknesses,  and  are  prepared  to  implement  a  new  approach 
to  working  with  each  individual  child. 

Dr.  Peter  Greene,  Director  of  Special  Services  has  pro¬ 
vided  good  leadership  in  moving  this  project  to  its  stage 
of  implementation. 

Through  the  creative  and  industrious  effort  of  two  staff 
members,  Elizabeth  Hodgen  and  Edith  Morgan,  eighteen  of 
our  elementary  age  children  participated  in  a  summer  en¬ 
richment  program  directed  at  a  very  high  level  of  challenge 
for  their  intellectual  and  creative  skills.  This  kind  of 
program  should  be  continued. 

In  closing  this  year's  report  I  wish  to  recognize  the 
continued  high  level  of  performance  of  the  Central  office 
staff  who  play  a  very  important  supportive  role  in  hand¬ 
ling  a  variety  of  record  keeping  and  purchasing  services 
for  all  our  schools.  In  particular  it  is  timely  to 
recognize  the  many  years  of  extra-ordinary  services  of  our 
Office  Manager,  Mrs.  Stella  Brown.  Her  energies  and  her 
talents  in  providing  such  fine  service  for  so  many  years 
is  very  much  appreciated  by  this  Superintendent  and  all 
who  have  worked  with  her  throughout  our  school  systems.

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Annual  Report  of  The  Quabbin  Regional 
Junior-Senior  High  School  Principal 

1983-84 


The  1983-84  school  year  opened  with  two  significant 
changes  over  prior  years.  First,  a  no-smoking  policy  had 
gone  into  effect  over  the  summer  and  students  no  longer 
have  the  right  to  shorten  their  lives  on  school  time. 
Second,  1983-84  has  seen  standards  for  graduation  in¬ 
creased  to  four  years  of  English,  three  years  of  social 
studies,  three  years  of  math,  and  three  years  of  science. 
The  above  changes  are  in  keeping  with  the  expectation  of 
excellence  that  has  always  existed  at  Quabbin. 

As  always,  the  strength  of  Quabbin  lies  in  a  hard  work¬ 
ing,  dedicated  staff  fostering  educational  excellence  and 
manifesting  high  achievement  levels  among  the  members  of 
the  Quabbin  student  body.  As  Principal,  I  owe  a  great  debt 
of  thanks  to  those  hard  working  people,  including  the 
custodial  staff,  cafeteria  staff  and  support  personnel, 
who  go  about  the  business  of  getting  the  job  done  with 
consistency  and  a  high  degree  of  excellence  in  their  re¬ 
spective  realms  of  employment. 

To  you,  the  student  body  of  Quabbin,  I  owe  a  heartfelt 
thanks  for  pursuing  academic  excellence,  participating  in 
the  co-curricular  activities  of  school  life,  and  for  rep¬ 
resenting  Quabbin  with  the  kind  of  attitude  and  energy 
that  reflects  pride. 

The  people  in  the  Quabbin  district  can  take  great  pride 
in  knowing  that  the  students  here  are  receiving  the  very 
best  educational  opportunity  that  can  be  made  available, 
and  this  is  due  in  no  small  part  to  the  kind  of  positive 
support  that  the  communities  have  shown  over  the  years. 

The  Class  of  1984  graduated  on  June  2,  1984  with  a 
record  of  achievement  that  is  simply  outstanding.  Of  the 
127  graduates  of  the  Class  of  1984,  80  or  62.9%  plan  to 
continue  their  education,  35  or  27.7%  plan  to  work,  and 
12  or  9.4%  plan  to  enter  the  military.

The  Class  of  1984  reflects  the  excellent  academic  prepa¬ 
ration  that  Quabbin  provides  in  that  a  total  of  126 
academic  scholarships  with  a  value  of  over  $580,000  over 
a  four  year  period  have  been  accumulated  by  members  of  the 
class. 

Our  students  are  being  accepted  by  the  best  colleges  in 
the  country,  and  those  entering  the  work  force  or  military 
are  meeting  the  competition  of  other  students  with  a  high 
degree  of  success. 

Our  annual  presentations  of  musical  events,  dramatic 
events,  and  concerts  have  been  well  received  by  the  public 
and  I  wish  to  thank  all  students,  advisors,  and  teachers 
for  a  job  well  done.
